lade  is  due  In  no  sense,  to  fsr.ee  I  could 
learn,  from  any  act  or  attitude  of  the 
U.  S.  Government.  Our  Government  bar 
ineieted  on  the  fatuoua  proposition  that 
It  is  indelicate  for  a  lender  (or  even  a 
giver)  of  gooda,  noney  or  services  to 
affix  any  conditions,  no  matter  how 
sound.  The  French  reaction  is  baaed  on 
French  experience  of  how  socialism 
really  works." 

But  this  is  only  part  of  the  French 
picture,  he  warned:  ''France  is  in  a  pre¬ 
carious  position.  She  has  a  huge,  well- 
oiled  Communist  machine,  only  waiting 
for  things  to  get  so  bad  it  can  take  over. 
Now,  if  ever,  Franco  needs  wise  counsel 
from  without.  If  U.  S.  policy  makers 
had  been  statesmen  uninfluenced  by 
Marxism  they  could  have  attached  rea¬ 
sonable  conditions  to  EBP  millions 
which  might  definitely  have  turned  the 
tide  upward.  But,  in  my  opinion,  die 
money  wo  arc  giving  this  year,  aside 
from  tho  temporary  benefit  of  relief, 
might  just  as  well  have  been  thrown 
down  the  drain.” 

Great  Britain 

As  for  Britain,  Hart  charged  that 
ERP  dollars  are  keeping  the  Labor 
Party  in  power  and  that  the  subsidy  is 
just  as  direct  os  if  Congress  were  to 
vole  i  gift  of  money  to  the  Republican 
or  Democratic  party  at  home. 

“Your  savings  and  mine,”  be  said, 
"aro  making  it  possible  for  the  British 
Labor  Party  to  continue  its  nationalixa- 
tion  of  industry.  Each  nationalized  in¬ 
dustry  means  one  more  reduction  in  tax 
receipts  and  one  more  burden  on  the 
backs  oi  British  taxpayers.  And  one 
more  deficit  for  our  ERP  dollars  to 
make  good. 

"If  we  had  attached  to  what  they  call 
'Marshall  Aid'  one  aimple  condition: 
'No  more  nationalization,'  the  Labor 
Government  would  have  fallen  before 
rim  and  Britain  would  have  a  chance  to 
recover,-  -.■•  pull  itself  out  of  the  quick¬ 
sand  in  the  only  way  he  nanly  possible, 
by  a  free  economy  that  rewards  effort, 
Instead  ol  a  socialist  economy  that 
ttifles  it  and  hides  its  failure  by  spend¬ 
ing  American  dollars." 

More  Strides  Toward. Ruin 

As  in  France,  Hart  found  much  sen¬ 
timent  swinging  away  from  socialism 
and  toward  return  to  Britain'!  histori¬ 
cally  successful  free  enterprise  econ¬ 
omy.  Nevertheless  ho  found  the  Labor 
Government  grimly  determined  to  na- 
lionalbe  n»  much  of  the  economy  as  it 
could-  possibly  upon  the  theory  that 
owe*  done,  return  to  private  owners

boen  paved  by  “The  Control  of  Engage¬ 
ments  Act,”  which  makes  virtually  every 
Briton  available  to  the  cal!  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  to  work  where  and  at  h 
choose*;  Socialization  of  Medicine, 
which  has  destroyed  the  utnidure  of  pri¬ 
vate  practice  developed  over  a  long  pe¬ 
riod  of  trial  and  error;  and  tho  “Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act,”  which  abol¬ 
ishes  development  values  in  land  and 
buildings. 

“All  real  properly  is  .frozen  at  its 
present  value  for  its  existing  use,”  ex¬ 
plained  Hart  “If  a  piece  of  land  is  de¬ 
veloped,  the  increased  value  (to  bo  fixed 
of  course  by  bureaucrats)  rmut  be  paid 
lo  the  Stale.  Suppose  one  owns  five 
acre*  of  farm  land  worth  five  pounds 
per  acre,  and  erects  thereon,  as  a  busi¬ 
ness  investment,  five  houses.  A  Govern¬ 
ment  bureau  can  decide  that  the  land, 
alone,  exclusive  of  buildings,  has  now 
become  worth,  say,  150  pounda  -  per 
acre.  It  can  then  require  tho  owner  to 
pay  500  pounds  as  a  tax.  This  is  one 
more  device  to  discourage  individual 
initiative.” 

Hart  strongly  recommended  again 
what  NEC  bos  recommended  all  along: 
that  further  ERP  aid  lo  Britain  be  con¬ 
ditioned  upon  no  more  nationalizations. 
After  his  return  he  received  an  urgent 
cable  from  a  very  prominent  member 
of  Parliament  asking  him  to  “sec  Dewey 
.  .  ..and  others  and  get  them  to  any  ‘not 
auother  dollar  unless  you  promise  not 
to  nationalize  iron  and  steel.’  ”

Awareness  tint  the  vital  intercats  of 
the  U.  S.  require  friendship  and  close 
relation*  with  Spain  (as  NEC  has  de¬ 
clared  for  years)  grew  fast  thia  autumn. 
Among  those  declaring  for  closer  rela¬ 
tions  was  Senator  Chan  Gurney,  Chair¬ 
man  of  .Sonata  Armed  Forces  Commit¬ 
tee,  who'  saw  General  Franco  in  Madrid, 
accompanied  by  high  U.  S.  Army,  Air 
and  Naval  officer*.  James  A;  Farley, 
also  in  Madrid,  advocated  including 
Spain  in  ERP,  At  tho  UN  meeting  in 
Paris,  Secretary  Marshall  is  reliably  re¬ 
ported  to  be  quietly  advocating  full 
relations  at  a  vital  U.  S,  necessity  in 
case  of  war.  Other  prominent  Ameri¬ 
cans,  including  Eric  JohnMop,  declared 
likewise.  The  pro-Soviet  counter-propa¬ 
ganda  machine  moved  at  once  into  high 
gear  with  the  old  Communist  cry  of 
“fascist.”  But  by  mid-October  it  was 
liecoming  plain  that  full  and  close  rela¬ 
tions  are  a  matter  only  of  a  little  more 
lime.  _ _ ,

national  Monetary  Fund. 

Emerging  strategy  of  those  at¬ 
tempting  to  revolutionize  U.  S. 
through  treaties  and  international 
control  seems  to  be  thisi  to  bring 
forward  projects  separately  at  in- 
tervals  until  the  American  will  to 
resist  is  dissipated.  They  seem  con¬ 
fident  that  Americans  who  under¬ 
stand  the  great  stakes  involved  will 
tire  after  a  few  successive  battles, 
or  else  that  the  public  will  become 
jaded.  Then  the  promoters  of  the 
design  will  be  able  to  put  through 
what  they  want  with  little  excite¬ 
ment  or  public  notice. 

NEC  pledges  that  its  voice  will 
he  raised  in  warning  against  each 
step  of  the  design.  It  also  pledges 
that  so  long  as  the  means  are  pnt  in 
its  hands  it  will  fight  hard  to  main¬ 
tain  American  freedom. 

For  the  battle  on  ratification  of 
the  1LO  “Convention”  NEC  is  lay¬ 
ing  plans  and  raising  a  special 
emergency  fond,  litis  wlU  not  be 
the  last- battle.  But  if  Americans 
lose  this,  they  will  probably  lose  all 
the  rest-  If  they  win  U,  they  still 
have  a  chance.  NEC  needs  the  tub- 
itnniiai  hedp  of  retry  American. 
Your  response  wlU  decide  whether 
the  collectivist  estimate  of  Amec 
icon  character  is  right-  NEC  think* 
they  are  wrong.  It  is  betting  on  the 
American  people.
